an A/tociatcd Press survey of ma- 
jor cities across the nation.

Being an habitue of American 


garages since before automobiles 
had self-starters, I was fascinated 
by what the pamphlet on European 
U-drive-ems had to say about the 
cost of automobile hire on the con- 
tinent. 


Take France, for instance. It 


has the most complete U-drive-it 
system outside America. You rent 


' a car by the day, week, or month, 


the fee including all insurance ($100 


^deductible for collision). 
Actual 


fees are reasonable, but the de- 
posit — returnable when you sur- 
render the car— is $300. You pay 
for the gasoline yourself. 


I am using the word "car" ad- 


visedly. The Frencc schedule 'starts 
off with a machine that's a full 
jump behind a respectable Ameri- 
can motorcycle. It's the Renault 
4-horscpo»ver. The rent schedule on 
this one is: $6 par day for 60 kilo- 


^ meters (38 miles); $33.20 per week 
•'for 420 kilometers (263 miles); and 


$136.50 per month for 1,800 kilo- 
meters (1,125 miles). Extra kilo- 
meters (5/8 mile) above the stated 
allowance cost 5 cents each.

The Peugeot 203 begins at $8.25

Security Ban 
Already Big 
Controversy

Washington, Oct. 5 (/P) — Presi- 


dent Truman's order to government 
agencies not to disclose "to poten- 
tial enemies information 
harmful 


to the security of the United Stales" 
is hardly more than a week old. 
He issued it Sept. 25. 


But it already is knee-deep in 


controversy and explanations 
and 


House Leaders 
to Push Change 
in Control Law 


Washington, Oct. 5 (/I1)— House 


leaders today planned to push pas- 
sage of a bill changing the price 
control law provision denounced by 
President Truman as "the terrible 
Capchart amendment." 


The senate yesterday passed the 


compromise measure 49 to 21 over 
the objections of Senator Capchnrt 
(R-Ind), one of the authors of the 
controversial 
amendment 
which 


permits sellers to pass on to con- 
sumers virtually all cost increases 
occurring between the start of the 
Korean war and Inst July 20. 


The house leadership had said H 


would do nothing about this and 
three other 
modifications in the 


controls law asked by Mr. Truman 
until the senate acted first. 


Having voted to go part of the 


way toward meeting Mr. Truman's 
requests on the Capchart 
amend- 


ment, the senate next week will 
take up two other points raised by 
the President. 


They arc bills which would1: (1) 


Permit re-imposition of slaughter 
quotas on packing plants and (2) 
Repeal the section of the controls 
law placing strict import curbs on

Los Angeles, Oct. 5 M')— Gordon 


Dean, top U. S. atomic 
offlclHl, 


said today the United States hits 
atomic weapons which can "cancel 
out" mi the battlefield "any numeri- 
cal advantage" of nn enemy nnd 
that il need not hesitate or fear to 
use them. 


Without indicating 
whether he 


had the Korean war specifically In 
mind, Dean said of the use ot n 
tactical atomic wr-upons: 


"I think that when n situation 
rises whore in our carefully con- 
dored judgment the use of any 
Ind of a weapon Is justified, we 
re at the place whore we should 
Ivc serious consideration to 
the 


sc of an atomic weapon, provided 


can be used effectively from tho 


illltary standpoint nnd that it Is 
o more destructive than is neces- 
ary to meet the particular sltua- 
Ion In question,"
